Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other connnnents: Applicant's representative presented proposed clainn amendments 
to overcome the prior art of record by directing the invention to a particular environment, i.e., the underside of a car 
seat. Examiner may require further search to address such proposed amendments. Examiner also suggested 
directing the invention toward the relationship between the directivity of the emitter and receiver, the reflectivity of the 
reflector, and the ratio of the multiple transmission signals, as demonstrated particularly in Figs. 4-6 and 11-12.
